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The publication is a magazine devoted to explicit sexual depictions. The majority of the 
magazine is standard sexual material that is commonplace in adult magazines. However, 
the high degree of degrading, dehumanising and demeaning sexual content featured in five 
pages of the magazine renders it objectionable. 

The degrading, dehumanising and demeaning presentations of women include close-focus 
images of women’s splayed and gaping anuses following penetration, and extreme facial 
ejaculations where women are drenched in fake ejaculate by large prosthetic penises. 

The availability of this material is likely to be injurious to the public good given the 
encouragement it gives to a predominantly male audience to find women's degradation by 
men as sexually arousing, and the dehumanising and demeaning manner of presenting 
women as a collection of orifices for the sexual gratification of men. Viewing of this 
imagery by some people is likely to encourage misogynistic attitudes. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 on the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication 
interferes with the freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with 
Parliament’s intention that publications that present degrading, dehumanising and 
demeaning conduct of such a high extent and degree be made objectionable. 
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
